Comanche, Texas, May, 22, 1912. 


To My Friends:— 
From every section of Comanche County, my friends are be­ 
sieging me with inquiries concerning certain Reports and Charges 
that have been made against me since 
my retirem ent as your 
County Superintendent of Public Schools, and now in justice to my 
friends as well as myself, I feel it my duty to give the facts in the 
case just as they are, and 
without any feeling of malice to­ 
ward my Political Enemies who were not satisfied with defeating 
me by a majority of only five votes, (which they secured by all 
kinds of false re p o rts —reports which were not only without foun­ 
dation. but positively untrue) but who have kept up a continuous 
ty ra d e of Political Persecution from the 18th. day of November, 
1910, the day when I retired from the office, up until the 
present 
time; and not only openly have they been trying to besm earch my 
c haracter and reputation, but have for the past tw’o years bom bard­ 
ed the Grand Ju rie s of Comanche County with 
their infamous 
c h a r g e s —charges which have all been sifted to the bottom, and 
dave been found to be wholly without foundation, except two, 
and 
these would have met a similar fate had a thorough 
investigation 
been made, as had been made upon other occasions. 
Now what are some of the charges they have made against me? 


T 
h e a n s w 
e r is legion, but I will enum erate only a few of them, 


to-wit: 
1—Permitting teachers to teach without certificates; 
2—Allowing certain schools to create an overdraft; 
J —Missanoropriating $12,000 of the County Perm an ent School 


Fund; 
4 —Raising Miss Lou Ida H atchett’s voucher from $40 to $50; 


5 —Permitting certain school districts to purchase school 
supplies out of their state available school funds; 


0 —Forging and Passing a certain Voucher for the amount of 
$31.90 against D istrict No. 41; 
7—Drawing and passing a w arrant for the amount of $12.50 in 
favor cf Miss Carrie CafTey; 


8 —Drawing and passing a w arrant for the amount of $50.00, 
against Dist. No. 34 for school furniture; 
9—Destroying all the Records of the S u p e rin ten d e n t’s office; 
10— Destroying the County T r e a s u r e r ’s old Records; 
11—Passing a Census Voucher for the amount of $50.21 twice; 
12—Raising, and passing, a Census Voucher from $44.41 to 
$49 81 
Now in answer to the above charges I will to do so in as brief a 
m anner as possible, and with equal fairness to all concerned,towit: 
1—During my administration as County Superitenuent, Lara- 
kin School Board did employ a Miss Belle Boatwright to assist 
their Prim at the same time she was a s tu d en t in their school, but 
Lamkin at that time was an Independent District and the trustees 
had entire control of their finances; (for further information see 
the old Lamkin school board). 
2—The overdraft in question were not created du ring 
my 
term of office, b u t were standing against these schools when I took 
charge of the office, except Fellowship No. 4 and Gap No. 13, and 
their overdrafts were caused by their Special School Tax elections 
being declared illegal which resulted in their taxes being uncollect­ 
ed and the tre a su rer paying out w arrants thinking the taxes would 
be collected: (for further information see the tru ste es of those 
districts). 
3—The $12,000.00in question was misappropriated by the com­ 
missioners Court of Comanche County in the year of 1*98 about 3 
y e ars before I came to the county; (For further information see 
the old records of the proceedings of this court, and the old notes 
given bv them for this amount). 
4—The Voucher in question was made out for $50.00. but it 
covered one weeks Institute attendance in addition to her month’s 
salary; (for further information see this voucher or write Miss 
H atchett at Plainview Texas). 
5—The Schools in question were perm itted to use a part of 
their state available funds for the purchase of school supplies up­ 
on condition that they comply with “ School Law” which says that 
the trustees of any district may use such funds provided that they 
maintain an 8 m onths term, which these schools did; (See School 
law, section 59, clause B). 
()—'The voucher in question was drawn up by 
Prof. J. L. 
V aughn in favor of J. W. Brown, one of the trustees of the district 
for some ceiling purchased of J. D. 
Ham of DeLeon, Texas, and 
used for the purpose of ceiling their school room. 
This voucher 
was signed by W. R. S Wofford and B. F. Keith the other two tr u s ­ 
tees of the district, approved by me as County superintendent and 
paid by check by D. O. Smith, County treasurer. 
(For further in­ 
formation see the original voucher and check now on rile with the 
o th e r records of tile county depository) 


7—This w a rra n t in question was for a balance due Miss Carrie 
Caffey for services as teacher of the Harmony school, and to p re ­ 
vent an overdraft, was paid out of the funds of the district the fol­ 
lowing year. 
(Also see this warrant) 
8—This w a rra n t in question was charged against District No. 
14 by the County tre a su rer when it should have been charged 
gainst District No. 30. 
This e rror on the part of County Treasur- 
• bas caused an overdraft of $50.00 against District No. 34, and at 
e same time it has been paid by District No. 30. 
(See the war- 
p ts for Districts No. 30.) 
9.—This charge is laid at my feet when it should 
fall on some 
else. 
The records of the office for the three years Pheid same 
•e destroyed, but not by me. 
The day that I tui ned the office 
to my successor, I cleaned out all the file cases of the differ- 
ciiool districts, placed all the papers, records, etc., for each 
jct in large envelopes and marked each one to correspond to 
fferent d istric ts,also all my Scholastic census and Annual re- 
aod packed all this in a large barrel and 
told 
Mr. Jenkins 
ese records had to remain in the office three y e a r s —thetim e 
*d by law; but he, m isunderstanding me, had this barrel set 
aliway and t h e jm ito r thinking it merely refuse waste pap- 
ilauled off and burned, 
This c harge is as false as the one above.

ed, but this occurred while the Commissioners Court was 
some time during the week ending March 
16th..

11—Tliis charge is one upon which I was indicted by the 
grand jury on the 22 day of last December and which was dism iss­ 
ed by the District Attorney on the l i t h of May for the lack of 
evidence. 
This indictment grew out of an erro r made by the 
County Depository in which both the Census account and the Cen­ 
sus voucher were reported paid, so caused by the perforated line 
connecting the two becoming detached. 


1 2—This charge is the crowning feature of a twe y e a r ’s search 
for some act of mine that would incriminate me, destroy my c h a r­ 
acter, my reputation, my usefulness as a citizen, and would forever 
eliminate me from the politics of Comanche County. 
As to the 
m erits of this. charge read the following order of D istrict Attorney 
J. R. McClellan, and the affidavit of N. J. Clancy, statistics clerk 
in Departm ent of Education at Austin:

the words and figures “ nine and 
31-100” : so as to make said in­ 
strum ent read as altered $49.81, 
instead of $44-41 , and to make 
said instument read as altered 
“ Forty nine and 31 IOO”, instead 
of “ Forty four and 41 IOO”. Said 
alteration being charged to have 
been done by the defendant S. 
C. Findley, a fter said voucher 
was approved at Austin by R. B. 
Cousins, and 
returned to S. C. 
F indley”. 
The State, through her Dis­ 
trict Attorney, 
has 
made a 
thorough investigation of said

FLAGS 
STEAM PUMP FISHING, 


Still S e r v e d t h e Ol d S l u g g e r A f t e r 
He Quit Baseball. 
H o n e of tho oldest mid most eccentric 
K n rooters bo se I ut 11 has ever produced 
|w:»s old Pete Browning, the I Binous 
slugger, who placed with Louisville 
around tho eighties and later Joined 
the Cleveland club in 1890 during the 
Brotherhood war. 
Pete was a little off in his roof gar­ 
den and had only one idea in his head 
day or uiglit. 
Anything that concern 
Kl his precious batting average was 
meat and drink to him. 
It made no 
difference bow many fly balls he drop 
PKI or let get by him as long as ne 
landed two or three safe ones during 
a game. 
Bats were a mania with Browning, 
and whenever be could pick up a club 
which suited him it was added to his 
enormous collection. 
So many were 
gathered at various points on some of 
his trips that he sometimes was forced 
to pay excess baggage on the prizes. 
According to Van Ualtren. it was 
Browning who introduced the habit of 
Hibbing down a bat with tobacco juice, 
which custom is followed to this day 
by many of the players. 
The idea is 
to roughen the surface of the stick 
and prevent so many fouls slipping off 
one side or the other. 
Browning, who was a great uaer of 
the weed, used to polish down his 
sticks In this way without any appar­ 
ent reason until he commenced to be 
Here that It made a difference with his 
hitting, and after that no wagon tongue 
of his ever escaped a coating of the ob­ 
noxious fluid. 
Other players took it up in the hope 
of emulating Browning, and now it is 
a common custom throughout the coun­ 
try. 
When Tete retired from the game j 
all the bats, relics of former days, 
were still in his possession. 
In order 
to keep them always in his sight Pete 
had them turned down to a uniform 
size and used them us posts for the 
baluster in his house. 
To the day of his death they remain- ' 
cd the most valued of ids possessions.

/tan k Told by the S tar* an d Senior 
by th e Color*. 
In old sea stories one occasionally 
comes upon the term admiral of tho 
blue, red or white. In bygone days the 
color of an admiral’s flag proclaimed 
his rank. Now it denotes his seniority. 
Lienee it comet about that an admiral 
m ust carry three personal flags in his 
locker. 
There are three grades of admiral— 
admiral, vice admiral and rear admi­ 
ral. 
At one time commodore made a 
kind of half admiral, but that grade 
has now been abolished. 
The rank of an admiral is made plain 
to all seafaring persona by the num ­ 
ber of stars on the flag hoisted at his 
foremast head. 
Thus four stars show 
an admiral, three a vice admiral and 
two a rear admiral. 
This is simple 
enough, but the harassing question 
arose. What if two adm 1 rn Is, two vice 
admirals or two rear a d m i.:1*? should 
happen to sail into port, each with a 
squadron? 
What, indeed, if three ad 
minds, and so forth, should appear on 
the same scene? 
How could any one 
distinguish between them? 
Some in­ 
nocent governor or mayor returning a 
visit of courtesy might call upon th e 
Junior first, and that would be a bad 
blunder. 
To obviate such a mischance it is 
now the custom for admirals to mark 
their seniority by the color o f their 
flags. 
Thus lf three rear admirals. 
happen Into a port the senior flies a 
blue flag with two stars, the second a 
red flag with two stars and the junior 
a white flag with the same constella­ 
tion. 
If the senior should leave port 
first the second promptly hoists bls 
blue flag and the Junior the re»k Then 
if the second admiral steamed aw ay 
the junior would hoist the blue flag for 
all the personal satisfaction there was 
in i t 
But here a serious question comes 
up. Suppose in the meantime a fourth 
roar admiral appeared on the scene 
Then, as a naval authority explains, 
the situation for tho respective flag 
lieutenants would become complicated. 
There would be two rear admirals of 
the white, one senior to the other, yet. 
so far as navel etiquette goes, indis­ 
tinguishable in a flag sense even to an 
able seaman. 
Of course this is not very likely to 
happen except where the fleets of sev­ 
eral nations gather. Then there would 
be a tremendous scramble to hunt up 
dates of promotion. l)ecause the flag 
lieutenant who carried his admiral off 
to call upon a Junior would thereafter 
be 
an 
unhappy 
flag 
lieutenant.—

W as 
Rapid, but 
D isastrous, 
and 
F ran ce Stopped It. 
One of the most singular fishing de­ 
vices imaginable was discovered by ac­ 
cident in France. 
Though extremely 
simple, the system is revolutionary. 
A pond on the farm of La Marle- 
quette, bordered by rocky shores, was 
drained one year by the aid of a steam 
pump. Each stroke of the piston drew 
up twenty-five gallons of water, and 
the pond was emptied in a few hours, 
and not only was the water draw n off, 
but all the fishes also were transferred 
to a new element. 
This was a revolution. 
The owners 
of ponds in the neighborhood followed 
suit, and the proprietor of the pump 
made a specialty of this sort of work. 
He “let” one of his pumps, modified 
for the purpose. 
The peasants of the 
region called it “the fish pump.” 
Each 
stroke of the piston brought up tor­ 
rents of water, in which were fish and 
crawfish, together with mud and de­ 
bris. 
One pond of several acres was blear­ 
ed of Ash at an expense of 30 francs. 
or $7.20. 
The process was ingenious, 
but as one cannot have his fish and eat 
it, too, and as such rapid consumption 
would have led to equally rapid exter­ 
mination, the authorities stopped the 
practice.—Scientific American.
